Washington. 1). C.. June 29 .—It 
now about three' months since tjic 
sixty-second congress convened, but 
still not a labor bill has even been 
reported out of a committee in cither 
house. 

The h 'usc is controlled by Demo- 
Icrats. The senate is controlled by 
Republicans. Both parties arc to 
blame. 

The house crimmittre on labor 
is he.ided by Representative Wil*"n 
of Pennsylvania. Wilson is an cx- 
labor leader and stands high in the 
councils of the. present admitiistra- 
tum of the American Federation of 
Labor. Yet Wilson has not reported 
out a single labor measure. 

Why? Wilson is a Demi'crat. 

Wilson, gets his order irqm Rep¬ 
resentative Underwood, le&der of the 
Democrats in the house. .And l-n-! 
d?rw’o<%d i* an employer of la'wir and i 
a very rich man. 

The other «lay Underwood boasted 
on the fltvor of the house that he had 
instructed all committee chairmen not 
to report any bills until order 
otherwise .And Wilson i* a Demo¬ 
crat Jirst. He obeys. 

Three months have passed and yet 
there is nf>t the slightest intimation 
that congress is to ct»nsider any in¬ 
junction legislation. And yet for the: 
lack of such legislation labor men 
are being sent to jail every day. 

As to the other so-called “union- 
card men” in congress, one has to 
have a printed li*t before his eyes to 
di*tingui-1i them from the other rep- 
rr<entaiives. They are in congress 
as Republicans and Democnits. and 
not a spectator in the galleries knows 
that they are anything else. 

From the standpoint of the .A. F. of 
L. leaders the most vital measures 
now pending before congress are 
those regnlating injunctions, exempt¬ 
ing unions from the operations of 
the anti-trust law'.s, and establishing 
a federal eight-hour day. All these 
measures are in storage at (he Dem- 
c'cratie committee rooms. 

From the Socialist standpoint of 
v;ew these measures, wdiile important 
and neecssao*. are not aggressK'f 
enough. To have these bills enacted 
into law, organized labor would onlyj 
return to the conditions exiating prior I 
to 1802. But even to return to thej 
conditions of those days seems to bcj 
an Impossible feat for the "A. F. ofj 
L- policy” politicians. 1 

WTiile the Democrats have recetred ■ 
the support of the A F. of L. they! 
are here repreaenting the smalt bust-, 
ness men. the middle class. And con¬ 
sequently they are now tinkering with, 
the tariff. To them labor legislation 
is a side issue, something to ”eon- 
slder” when all other bills had been 
passed. 

On the other hand 75 per cent of 
5>ociaHst Representative Berger's thne 
so far has **'*en devoted to labor 
legislation, and the rest of his time 
to matters of general public interest

Beggs is the one man more 
than any other who has blocked the 
organization of the conductors and 
motormen Into a onion. ' When he 
left town all the daily papers show¬ 
ered him with compliments and praise 
for his work. The Herald alone point¬ 
ed him out and said good-bye to him 
ai an enemy of tabor and a man of 
many false promises and few perform¬ 
ances toward better street car service.

trol the state legisbture. the judges! 
and the courts, mod 'the entire daily 
press. Furthermore, the charter and 
con>titutiuna] limitatinns also enacted 
by Republicans and Democrats, arc 
rigidly maintained for the very pur¬ 
pose of preventing progress in the 
direction of the Socialist program. 

The Old Partiea Failed 

The Republicans and Democrats, on 
the other band, have at one time or 
other been in complete conir'il of the 
situation, so that tliey had the power 
to do everything they chose to do for 
the city and il^ people. At one time or 
another they have had control of the 
•itate legislature, the city council, all 
the city departments, the court* and 
the press Nor can the division of the 
forces between the Republicans and 
Democrats be urged as an excuse for 
the old'parties, ft-r so far as the poli¬ 
cies of the municipal government are 
concerned, there has been no differ¬ 
ence between the parlies. Neither has 
ob'.tructed the other, for neither has 
had a cunsi«tent municipal program 
different fmm the other. And besides, 
in the fanious graft cases, the 1900 
franchise steal and other actions of 
similar n-vture. there have been as 
many Republicans as Demc*crats in¬ 
volved. And as in the case of the 
charter convention, it often happened 
that what the Democratic administra¬ 
tion in Milwaukee failed to do to the 
people, the Republican state legisla¬ 
ture at Madison helped them to ac- 
compliiih. 

Thus, at one time or other, these 
old parties have bad the power to re¬ 
vise municipal legislation, to amend 
the city charter, the state constitution 
and state legislation; they had the 
power to interpret these enactments 
through police regulations. And they 
h.ivc had the years of time required 
to achieve necessary change*, all of 
which the Socialists have not had. 

With these facts in mind. I submit 
that in the one short year that has 
been given to it ao far, the Social- 
Democratic administration has 
wrought an immediate contrast most 
signiheant and striking.

*detion* for bribery,.graft, horse steal¬ 
ing. petty larceny and the like. That 
is the measure of the shame of Mil¬ 
waukee. And incidentally it cost the 
people of the city nineteen thousand 
dollar* to catch a few of the thieve*, 
to say nothing of the valuable consid¬ 
erations stolen by them and nothing 
of th* moral abasement of the city 
resulting from thi* sort of thing. 

And it did not seem to matter much 
whether it were Republicans or Dem¬ 
ocrats—both parties contributed about 
equally to the docket of the graft 
cases.

Heretofore street paving has cost 
the people of Milwaukee from $2.40 to 
square yard. This for some 
reason or other was abont 50 cents a 
square jrard more than other cities 
were pspng under similar conditions. 

For years past there has been a aus- 
pldon in the minds of a great many 
people that there was something rot¬ 
ten in Denmark. That suspicion at 
times has grow n to be a settled con¬ 
viction. But under former adminii- 
’ trations nobody could locate'tha cal- 
j prit Everybody knaw pretty well 
who be waa, and where ha waa, but 
they could not catch him.
